$65,000 ‘Bird’ 
Lands At A.M.A. 


One afternoon during October 
A.M.A. was visited by a strange 
but fascinating bird. This bird, 
partially owned by the father of 
Cadet Dan Candler and commonly 
known as a “helicopter,” costs ap- 
proximately $65,000—minus radio 
equipment! (The rear guide blade 
alone costs $3,000). 

The “bird” was landed on 
A.M.A.’s front field where crowds 
of cadets anxiously awaited a 
close, firsthand inspection of the 
machine which has proven itself 
so invaluable to America’s air- 
borne society of today. A few of 
the cadets were lucky enough to 
be taken for a ride in the heli- 
copter. 

Mr. Candler is co-owner of the 
helicopter with Mr. James Cook. 
These men hire a Mr. Brown to fly 
the plane commercially. 

The helicopter is hired by the 
Bell Telephone Company to keep 
the company’s lines through the 
mountains clear of growth and 
vegetation. This clearing and 
cleaning process is done by the 
helicopter as it flies over and re- 
leases a vegetation-killing spray.

Since this game was not 
compulsory, less than half the 
corps attended. 

The editor does not truthfully 
see how a cadet can expect his 
school team to win a game if he 
will not show enough spirit to 
support it. However, the blame 
does not lie wholly with the corps 
of cadets. Somehow, the cheer- 
leaders seem to have fallen down 
on their job. Although the cheer- 
leaders lead the corps in a certain 
amount of cheers, they do not 
seem genuinely interested in keep- 


ing the corps in a constant state | ae 
;of a very familiar adage: 


of enthusiasm. 

At each game, there seems to be 
a certain group of cadets in the 
corps which leads the remainder of 
the corps in cheers. These men are 
not the cheerleaders but appear to 
be doing the job of the cheerlead- 
ers. To this group of cadets is due 
a lot of credit for this attempt at 
creating and maintaining cheering 
support for the team. 

This lack of spirit at AMA is 
expressed in various other ways 
other than through the corps” ac- 
tions during football games. Many 
of the new cadets seem to lack res- 
pect for the old cadets and for the 
bracing system. As a whole, to be 
sure, most new cadets brace cor- 
rectly, but how many really have 
the right attitude about it? 


There is one other matter which 


'needs to be considered. It is the 


policy of saluting cars on the pike. 
Too many of us have been negli- 
gent of this custom. Quite a few 
cadets give passing cars a very 
sloppy salute and others do not 
salute at all. These cars should re- 
ceive the same kind of salute that 
the PMS&T Department gets. As 
a whole, the esprit de corps at 
A.M.A. is tops this year. However, 
it is up to each and every cadet 
to maintain this condition and to 
improve upon it by upholding 
A.M.A.’s school spirit.

You, of 
life and to be respectful to his 
different from that to which you 
have been accustomed, but when 
you once get the “spirit of the 
thing,” you will appreciate just 
how much this kind of a life 
means to the average American 
boy who has been reared in the 
lap of luxury, so to speak, and who 
has not yet learned what it means 
to obey constituted authority, to 
be punctual, to live a regulated 
life, and to be respectful to his su- 
superiors.
